KEW OKLKAXS, LB., Sept. SO.— The 


largest number of cases reported on any 
day since yellow fever first made its ap- 
pearance in New Orleans two weeks ago 
was recorded on the hooka of the Board 
of Health this evening at fi o'clock, al- 
though at that hour not a single case 
had proven fatal during the day. 


There were eighteen cases in all, in- 


cludinK nine by Dr. Jos. Holt, all of the 
latter having been duly flagged and put 
under quarantine regulations. 


The most sensational incident of the 


day was the announcement from Dr. JOB. 
Holt, ei-proeident of the 
Board of 


Health, tbat he had discovered nine 
caeca among bis practice, the Qrat of 
which came under his observation on 
Friday. Immediately upon the receipt 
Of the letter the machinery of the board 
was put in motion and inspectors were 
sent to the various houses where Dr. 
Holt reported Bickneea to exist. 


The places were all disinfected and 


guards placed in front of them, but the 
board said it had very Uttle hope of the 
effectiveness of these measures, since all 
those who desired wore given an oppor- 
tunity to escape 
from the infected 


housf!8. One of the houses where four 
Eatienta are ia a fashinable boarding 


oiiee. The first caoo to develop in this 


house was ut 2.30 Saturday morning and 
the other cases in the same place were 
noted on Saturday afternoon. Those 
living in the house, of whom there were 
quite a uuinbur, kuaw of the existence 
of the fever early Saturday morning and 
therefore cot out ns fust as possible.

cuting its fight against the fever. 


The governor was asked to issue or- 


dera for tents and other camp supplies 
to be used at the camp of detention. 
Today after a conference of tho health 
and city authorities, the Oakland Driv- 
ing park, in the center of the city, was 
selected as the site for the camp of de- 
tention. 
Governor Foster this afternoon instruct- 


ed General Glynn to provide JOO tents 
blankets, cola and other necessary ar- 
ticles for the use of the refuses, and 
General Glynn has arranged to Have 
those articles sent to camp tomorrow.

Moilunry 
of Modesto, but the results were tbe 
earna so far as labor is concerned. They 
got their dollar a day and board instead 
of 50 or 75 cents, which they have re- 
ceived duriup recent years. 


To claim that laboring men are not 


bettor oft under these conditions is fool- 
ish. Tiiey not only have the very im- 
portant benefit of more steady employ- 
ment, but the difference in wages more 
than offsets any increase in the cost of 
living. 


As a matter ot course the producers— 


the farmersand fruit growers—cannot get 
living prices for their products without 
Borne Blight increase in living expenses, 
but for Democratic newspapers to now 
contend that this is an evil, after having 
Bpent years ot time and barrels of ink in 
demonstrating that the vital necessity ot 
the time! was higher prices lor what 
the farmers raise, i! the very crowning 
performance of political charlatanism. 
It is not only a llftt contradiction of 
what they have contended for, but it is 
a flagrant wrong to the producers. 


Intelligent workingmen are not to bo 


deluded by such claptrap and shifty re- 
versal ot position. Their experience 
during tho period of tariff reform has 
taught them most effectually tho lesson 
that there is no prosperity for them 
when the American farmer aud manu- 
facturer are forced to the wall br low 
prices.

He Killed Frank Lynch at 


New Idria. 


TKAGEUY IN THE COAST BANOK 


111 Fecliuff Had Existed Between 


the Well Known Kaiichers 


fur Two Years. 


Frank Lynch was shot and killed by 


John Ashuret near the New Idria mines 
in San Benito county, just across the 
line from Fresno county, Sunday after- 
noon about '1 o'clock. The principals in 
;he tragedy were pioneer and extensive 
'armors in the hills along the county 
uorder line, and tho whole country 
;hereabouts ia excited over the killing. 


Thenhooting occurred in frontof Gon- 


r,;iles' saloon, about six miles from the 
mines, and was tho result of ill feeling 
that had existed between tho two ranch- 
ers for tho past two years. About that 
long ago Ashurat, who owns a big cattlo 
range in the hills of San Benito county, 
was Biilt'cring severely from the depro- 
lations of cattlo thieves. He came to 
Fresno and engaged the services ol Dop- 
ity Sheriff Hi Unpeljj to assist him in 
. round-up of tho gang of thieves, whom 
tie had located, 


A E hurst hag a record for iiitcpidity. 


Ho ia a typical frontiersman, bold and 
' artess. Il« and Kapelje uiadu a micl- 


ight trip through Cantua canyon and 


visited tho homu of every Mexican who 
was known to be a member of tho gang 
of cattlo thievea. IteeemQ that almost 
all the Mexicans were members of the 
band. Three or four of tho ringleaders 
were taken into custody, and were after- 
wards sent to state's prison for their 
crimes. Aehurst and Rapeljo contented 
themselves with giving tho other Mexi- 
cans emphatic warnings to cease their 
depredations on the ranges. 


It was at this time that the trouble 


between Ashurst and Lynch originated. 
Pno former openly expressed tho opin- 
ion that his neighbor, Frank Lynch, was 
tho instigator of the thefts of cattlufrom 
tiis range. Aehurst said that Lynch laid 
tho plans for running off tho cattlo, and 
that ho induced the Mexicans to do the 
work. Ho even went so far ns to work 
[or tho pardon of some of the Mexican 
prisoner 
because ho believed 
that 


Lynch iiad taken advantage of thooasily 
nlluenced people and led them into com- 
nittinir crimes. 


Lynch chafed under tho accusations, 


n no while he and Anhurat had words 
ovor the matter a number of times, tlioy 
had no serious diliiculty till Sunday. 


It appears that they had attended u 


celebration held by the Mexicans at 
Gonxalcs' saloon on Saturday night in 
honor of the anniversary of their coun- 
try's independence. While the date of 
Mexican independence was September 
Kith, tho people of the Coast range aid 
not celebrate till Saturday, the 18th, be- 
cause the following day was ono of rest, 
and the celebration could thus bo 
lengthened. 


Ashurst and Lynch met on Sunday 


forenoon, and tho latter began to take 
Aehurat to task for making tho accusa- 
tion against him of being a cattlo thief. 
Ashurst replied that he had no retrac- 
tion to make, but would repent the 
charge. A fight between the men was 
averted, however. 


About 4 o'clock in the afternoon Aeh- 


urst, who had hitched up to drive 
home, was leaning against his buggy, 
engaged in conversation with a friend 
in front of Gonzales' saloon, when 
Lynch, who WBB also about to start for 
homo, came riding up on horseback to 
where Ashurst and hia friend were. 


"Say," called out Lynch to hie enemy, 


"1 have lost iny spurs, I bellova eonie- 
uin< has stolen them." 


"Don't accuse me of stealing your 


ttpurs," replied Ashurst, who considered 
that Lynch'ti manner uf addreeslng him 
was equivalent to charging him with the 
theft. 


Lynch took umbrage at Aslmrst'e de- 


li a n't, answer, and 
jumped from bin 


hcrsc to do bitttlo with hin enemy. An- 
huret says that Lynch placed hie hand 
to his hip pocket ns tf to draw a pistol, 
and, iu eoK defense, ho claims, ho 
reached for his rillo in tho buggy and 
shot Lynch as ho was advancing. 


The bullet entered Lynch's abdomen 


jiiflt below the sternum, and tho victim 
died about twenty minutes after he fell. 
The shooter did not firo moru than one 
shot. 


Ashurst immediately gave himself up 


to Constable GoiiKalee, and accompanied 
tho oilicor to Panoche, whore he is now 
waiting for the roe n It of tho coroner's !n- 
quest, which waa held Iftat evening. 


If a charge of murder is preferred 


against the rancher it will be filed in 
Judge Langford's court at Panoche. 
Judge Lttngford slated to n KKPIHU.ICAN 
reporter over the telephone last evening 
that sentiment among the people there 
Is with tho prisoner. While Ashurst 
in a man of very strong character, ho is 
upright and everybody likes him. lie 
is about forty years of age, and !ma only 
one eye, having lost the other in a fin lit. 
1 lo has lived in the hills for many years, 
and in tho early dnys had many excit- 
ing adventures. Then ho had to cope 
with Mexican cattlo thieves 
single- 


handed, and he made a rumarkiiblo 
reputation for his fearlessness. It is 
said that nn ono occasion when he 
located a hand of 
Mexican 
thiovee 


whom ho know to havo stolen many 
head of cattle from him, ho went alone 
to their camp and without nny ceremony 
entered it and began clubbing 
the 


thieves. He was armed and ready for 
deadly work had there been any need. 
Itut tho Mexicans wore BO afraid of him 
that not one raised a hand against him. 
Ashurst had to tako these extreme 
methods to stop the depredations which 
threatened to ruin him. 


Frank Lynch, tho victim of tho trag- 


edy, had also resided for many years in 
the Caotua hills, in fact he was raieed 
there. He was well known and bore a 
good reputation. 


Owing to the remoteness of Goiualee' 


saloon from communication the result of 
the coroner's 
inquest 
could not he 


learned last night. 


Fred Lynch, a brother of the deceased, 
Hides in this city, and Thomas Lynch, 


nnolmir brother, was formerly engineer 
at the court house. 


Late last night a message was received 


hy tlio KKi'Ciu.it'AN from Prtiiodie to tho 
effect that th» inquest has been held, 
Coroner Itlack having returned to llol- 
liater with tho body. The coroner went 
up to tho mountains where the killing 
occurred. The jury rcturnad a verdict 
that tho deceased,'Frnnk Lynch, came 
to his death hy a gunshot wound from a 
Winchester rifle in the hands of John 
Aahurst.

Chemical investigation has brought 


to notice recently a now element railed 
bythium, accrmling to nn announi;i>- 


nit by Thendoro Gross in the <-ienn;:n 
:hnical organs. A fused mixtiirfyil' 


silver .sulphide and silver chloride IH 
electrolysed in a nitrogen atmosphere 
hy using platinum electrodes free from 
iridiuin. In this melt is found a dark 
gray powder, insoluble in aqua n?j»ia 
and in ammonia. Fused with alkaline 
carbonate it gives a melt soluble in 
hydrochloric acid, from which hydro- 
gen sulphide gives n brown precipitate. 
Tho yield of this new mib.stancu i.i .«nid 
to bo fi percent of tbo original sulphur 
used, and, from tlm fact that thero is n 
corresponding ID.SS of sulphur, it is con- 
sidered that this bythium is formed by 
Jio decomposition of sulphur. It is ad- 
mitted, however, that sincii thero is a 
email, or Ji per cent only, loss of chlo- 
rino iu the electrolytic reaction it 
i.-) 


lo thnt hytbiuiu may bo formed hy 


tho decomposition of chlorine. Future 
experiments with this new element will 
bo looked for with interest.

Great Britain, famous for her 
sturdy sailors, has 31 such vessels, somo 
[or destitute boys, somu for unruly lads 
and others \vheru parents pny for their 
boys' instruction. 


A training ship is n technical school 


for the sea, where boys may leurn some- 
thing of their trado before they sail 
aboard a big steamer. 


Besides u regular course of study, in- 


cluding navigation, nautical astronomy, 
chart drav7iiig,"etc., thoy are exercised 
iu tho duties of a first clues ship, such 
as every sailor Icarus afloat, -with the 
addition of tho 'management of boat.-* 
aud practical navigation generally, us 
well us learning something of useful 
aud practical surgery uud medicine. 


Tho question has recently been asked 


—in fact, it has been asked very often 
—Do many boys become sailors? Refer- 
ring "gain to English lads, it has been 
shown that only ono boy iu a thousand 
of all thoso who leave tho London board 
schools becomes u sailor. Boys become 
mousetrap makers, miustrcls, newsboys, 
cull boys, ccoks nud every coucuivuble 
thing, but very few find {"heir way to 
the sen. 


Machinery of various kinds—steam, 


electric, hydraulic—has made-its mark 
as deeply iu tho world of ships as iu 
any department of human activity, and 
tintriiined lads nro not only not wanted, 
but in somo cases might prove iu the 
way amid tho intricate machinery of i 
modern steam vessel.
